The  Agawam  Public  Schools  is  actively  involved  in  the 
Westover  Occupational  Education  Collaborative. 

Communities  to  share  the  facility,  which  is  due  to  open 
in  September,  1980,  are  Granby,  South  Hadley,  Agawam, 
West  Springfield  and  Ludlow.  These  towns  are  without 
vocational  education  for  their  youth.  Years  back  they 
could  send  a  few  students  to  Smith,  Putnam,  Westfield, 
Pathfinder  or  Holyoke.  Now,  all  but  a  dozen  are  turned 
away  each  year.  Three  years  ago,  the  Hampshire 
Collaborative  started  looking  for  a  way  of  providing  these 
youth  with  some  occupational  choice.  The  hospital  at 
Westover  Air  Force  Base  became  the  focus  of  their  at¬ 
tention.  Two  years  ago  the  Lower  Pioneer  Valley 
Educational  Collaborative  was  actively  organized  to  find 
ways  of  serving  their  youth  in  occupational  education.  In 
the  Spring  of.  1976,  the  two  collaboratives  began  working 
together  to  actively  acquire  the  hospital  at  Westover  for 
the  purpose  of  converting  it  to  a  fifteen  to  twenty  station 
Skills  Center  for  700  to  1,000  students.  The  building  and 
fourteen  acres  of  land  have  been  turned  over  to  the 
Westover  Occupational  Resource  Collaborative  Trust. 

An  executive  director,  with  a  vocational  administrative 
background,  has  been  hired  to  update  the  needs 
assessment,  prepare  to  take  over  the  building  and 
grounds,  prepare  a  budget,  seek  funding,  prepare  a  public 
relations  program,  determine  programs,  prepare 
curriculum,  update  and  complete  architectural  and 
engineering  designs,  seek  surplus  equipment  and 
materials,  hire  staff  and  prepare  to  open  the  Skill  Center. 

The  Center  will  undergo  a  $3  million  renovation 
program.  The  renovation  plans  will  be  drawn  by  the  ar¬ 
chitectural  firm  of  The  Gillen  Partnership. 

The  student-teacher  ratio  will  be  16  to  1  when  the  shcool 
opens  its  doors.  Students  will  also  have  access  to  an  oc¬ 
cupational  counselor  who  will  guide  them  in  employment 
opportunities.  We  are  optimistic  about  the  facility’s 
success  because  of  community  demand.  One  positive 
feature  of  the  Center  is  that  students  will  attend  academic 
classes  in  their  respective  community  schools  and  will  be 
able  to  maintain  identities  in  their  own  schools  while 
attending  Westover.  About  650  to  700  students  will  use  the 
facility  during  regular  school  hours,  and  evening  courses 
will  be  offered  for  adults.

During  the  month  of  July,  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks,  students  in  grades  8-12  completed  a  course  in 
Science  and  Psychic  Phenomena.

After 
pre-testing  the  children,  the  reading  skills  diagnosed  as 
needed  were  taught  through  the  use  of  filmstrips,  listening 
centers,  learning  games,  and  formal  lessons.  Because  of 
the  number  of  teachers  and  aides,  much  individualization 
was  also  done.  Skills  taught  were  vocabulary  develop¬ 
ment,  phonics,  word  analysis,  and 'the  comprehension 
skills.  The  program  concluded  with  a  field  trip  to 
Laughing  Brook  Education  Center  and  Wildlife  Sanc¬ 
tuary.

The  Summer  Instrumental  music  program  in¬ 
volved  84  students  (42  in  the  elementary  band  and  42  in  the 
advanced  band).  The  program  incorporated  group 
rehearsals  leading  to  a  concert  at  the  end  of  six  weeks, 
small  sectional  rehearsal  and  individualized  teaching  by  a 
specialist  on  the  students  instrument.  Much  growth,  both 
in  group  performance  ability  and  individual  skills,  was 
evidenced  by  participating  students.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
GOALS  AND  OBJECTIVES 
1978-1979 


The  School  Committee, 
Administration,  and  staff 
have,  for  the  past  three 
years,  developed  goals  and 
objectives.  These 
established  priorities  for 
each  school  year.  They  are 
developed  from  concerns 
and  interest  expressed  by 
parents,  members  of  the 
community  at  large, 
teachers,  administrators, 
and  students. 

Some  of  the  goals  that  were 
accomplished  this  past 
school  year  have  been: 
complete  updating  of 
curriculum  guides, 
vocational  and  career 


education,  final  stage  of 
competency  testing,  in- 
service  workshops  for 
guidance,  policy  develop¬ 
ment,  and  cultural  education 
involvement. 

For  the  school  year  1978-79 
some  of  the  goals  to  be  ad¬ 
dressed  are:  parental  in¬ 
volvement  in  motivating  and 
communicating  for  alter¬ 
natives  for  students, 
vocational  and  occupational 
education,  enrollment  study, 
and  a  review  of  the  physical 
education  curriculum  to 
include  lifetime  sport  ac¬ 
tivities. 


REGISTRATION  OF 
NEW  STUDENTS 


Elementary  School  Principals  and  the  Middle  School 
Principal  will  be  in  their  offices  on  August  28,  29,  30  and  31 
for  registration  of  new  students.  Guidance  personnel  at 
the  Middle  School  will  also  be  available  during  this  period. 
Time  9:00  a.m.  to  12:00  a.m.  and  1:00  p.m.  to  3:00  p.m. 
Offices  at  the  Agawam  Middle  School  (grades  6  and  7),  the 
Agawam  Junior  High  School  (grades  8-9),  and  the 
Agawam  High  School  (grades  10-12)  are  open  during  the 
summer  months  and  new  students  at  this  level  should 
register  as  soon  as  possible. 

Principals  in  the  Agawam  Junior  High  School  and 
Agawam  High  School  will  be  available  August  28,  39,  30,  31 
and  September  1.  Guidance  personnel  in  these  schools  will 
also  be  in  their  offices  for  registration  of  new  students  and 
conference  during  this  period. 


ENTRANCE  AGE 

The  School  Committee,  in  keeping  with  State  Board 
regulations  on  permissible  school  entrance  age,  will 
establish  the  age  at  which  children  will  be  allowed  to  enter 
school.  The  State  Board  requires  that  children  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  enter  kindergarten  in  September  of  the  calendar 
year  in  which  they  reach  age  5. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  requirements,  the  School 
Committee  has  established  the  following  policy  on  en¬ 
trance  age. 

1)  A  child  will  be  admitted  to  Kindergarten  if  he  is  five 
years  of  age  prior  to  January  1  of  the  school  year  in  which 
he  desires  to  enroll. 

2)  A  child  will  be  admitted  to  first  grade  if  he  is  six  years 
old  prior  to  January  l  of  the  school  year  in  which  he 
desires  to  enroll. 


Adult  Education  Registration

In  the  practical  arts  the 
following  courses  will  be 
offered:  Reupholstery, 
Gourmet  Cooking,  Oil 
Painting,  Pottery,  Furniture 
Refinishing,  Cabinet  Making 
and  Woodworking.  Sewing, 
Tailoring,  Decorated  Ware, 
Knitting,  Metal  Working, 
Vestamayd  Rugmaking, 
Needlepoint,  Woodcarving, 
Cake  Decorating,  Creative 
Crafts,  Chair  Caning  and 
Quilting.  A  new  course  in 
Calligraphy  is  also  being 
planned. 

Courses  offered  to  com¬ 
plete  requirements  for  a  high 
school  diploma  include: 


English  I-IV,  Algebra  I  and 
II,  Business  Math,  U.S. 
History,  Psychology, 
Problems  of  Democracy  and 
Comparative  Government, 
Plane  Geometry,  En¬ 
vironmental  Science,  Basic 
Chemistry,  Astronomy  and 
Physics.  Those  who  are 
registering  in  Agawam  for 
the  first  time  in  order  to 
complete  requirements  for  a 
high  school  diploma  must 
bring  a  transcript  of 
previous  high  school  work. 

For  those  interested  in  the 
commercial  field,  courses 
will  be  offered  in  Typing, 
Shorthand  and  Bookkeeping. 

A  non-returnable 
registration  fee  is  required 
at  the  time  of  registration. 
The  evening'of  the  week  each 
course  will  be  offered  will  be 
determined  at  the  time  of 
registration  in  order  to 
accommodate  as  many 
people  as  possible.  Ad¬ 
ditional  information  may  be 
obtained  at  the  time  of 
registration. 


SPECIAL  EDUCATION 
CHAPTER  766 

On  September  1, 1974  a  new  law  called  Chapter  766  went 
into  effect  in  Massachusetts.  This  law  required  that 
children  with  Special  Needs  be  given  an  education 
planned  to  meet  his/her  particular  needs.  The  law 
mandated  that  each  school  system  identify  children 
between  the  ages  of  three  through  twenty-one  who  have  a 
substantial  disability  (emotional,  mental,  physical, 
learning)  and  evaluate  those  needs  on  an  individual, 
flexible,  non-discriminating  basis. 

Agawam’s  program  continues  to  provide  services  for 
some  516  special  needs  children  who  have  been  identified. 
Individualized  education  plans  have  been  designed  to  give 
these  students  the  opportunity  to  reach  their  maximum 
potential  and  to  become  successful  school  and  town 
citizens.  Fourty -four  of  these  students  are  attending  day 
or  residential  programs  outside  the  Town  of  Agawam, 
with  twenty-two  additional  students  placed  in  Lower 
Pioneer  Valley  Collaborative  Special  Education 
Programs. 

There  are  eleven  program  options,  stated  within  law, 
which  allow  for  greater  flexibility  in  accomplishing  this 
goal.  Services  are  provided  at  all  levels:  Preschool  (3-4 
yr.  old),  Elementary  (K-5),  Middle  (6-7),  Junior  High  (8- 
9),  and  Senior  High  (10-12).  Additional  programs  in  the 
following  areas  are  available  when  specified  in  the 
educational  plan:  motor  development,  speech,  hearing 
and  language,  visually  handicapped,  hospital  and  home 
tutoring,  re-vocational  and  vocational  options.  A  motor 
development  program  also  provides  services  to  184  ad¬ 
ditional  elementary  children  who  do  not  come  under 
Chapter  766,  but  who  would  benefit  from  a  program  of 
systematic  exercises,  skills  and  motor  activities  designed 
to  improve  coordination,  to  further  adaptability  and  self- 
reliance  in  the  classroom  and  to  enhance  self-image 
through  successful  experiences. 

Chapter  766  provides  for  maximum  involvement  of 
parents.  This  involvment  and  cooperation  from  parents 
adds  another  vital  component  in  the  child’s  total 
educational  picture. 

Chapter  766  regulated  that  school  age  children  of  ages 
18-21,  who  have  left  school,  are  entitled  to  all  of  the  rights 
given  to  adults  by  applicable  laws.  All  program  options 
are  available  to  them  through  the  Chapter  766  referral 
process.  Interested  students  may  contact  the  Department 
of  Special  Services  for  further  information. 

Parent  Education  groups  will  be  expanded  under  a  Title 
VI-B  grant  beginning  in  the  fall.  This  project  will  focus  on 
communication  between  adults  and  children,  common 
behavioral  concerns  and  various  principles  and  practices 
in  parenting.  Participation  involves  exercises  reflecting 
typical  problems  and  discussion  of  possible  alternatives 
and  solutions.  Interested  parents  may  contact  the  prin¬ 
cipal  of  their  respective  school  or  the  Special  Services 
Department. 

The  Development  Learning  Center,  a  self-contained 
class  of  children  with  learning  problems  associated  with 
behavior,  had  a  successful  year.  This  program  will 
continue  to  be  funded  through  a  Title  VI-B  grant.  A  third 
Title  VI-B  grant  will  provide  for  expanded  delivery  of 
psychological  services  and  help  to  improve  the  Core 
process  as  mandated  by  Chapter  766. 

Mrs.  Frances  LeBlanc,  a  resource  room  teacher  at 
Phelps  School,  had  her  room  chosen  as  one  of  eight 
resource  rooms  in  a  state-wide  search  for  elementary 
model  programs.  She  presented  her  model  resource  room 
program  at  the  1978  CEC  conference  in  Kansas  City.  A 
local  presentation  was  made  at  an  Open  House  Program 
at  Phelps  School. 

The  Special  Education  Program  continues  to  meet  the 
goals  and  objectives  as  set  fourth  in  Chapter  766  due  to  the 
efforts  of  regular  and  special  education  staff  with  strong 
administrative  support. 


THE  IMMUNIZATIONS 
OF 


AGAWAM 

The  School  Immunization 
Law,  a  section  of  the  General 
Laws,  states  that:  “No  child 
shall  be  admitted  to  school 
expect  on  presentation  of  a 
physician’s  certificate  that 
the  child  has  been  suc¬ 
cessfully  immunized  against 
Diphtheria,  Pertussis 
(Whopping Cough),  Tetanus, 
Measles,  Poliomyelitis,  and 
such  other  communicalbe 
diseases  as  may  be  specified 
from  time  to  time  by  the 
Department  of  Public 
Health.” 

Our  School  Nurses  are 
actively  trying  to  have  the 
Agawam  Schools  comply 


STUDENTS 

with  the  mandate  by  sending 
reminders  to  parents  and 
guardians  to  update  their 
children’s  immunizations 
during  the  summer  months. 
This  September  it  will  be 
necessary  to  have  all 
children  fully  immunized  or 
in  the  process  of  im¬ 
munization  for  attendance  in 
school.  The  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  urges  parents  to  take 
care  of  this  requirement  as 
soon  as  possible.

CHAPTER  622 


Parents  of  all  school 
children  will  be  interested  in 
the  progress  of  Chapter  622 
of  the  General  Laws  which 
prohibits  discrimination  in 
the  public  schools  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  law 
states: 

No  child  shall  be  excluded 
from  or  discriminated 
against  in  admission  to  a 
public  school  of  any  town,  or 
in  obtaining  the  advantages, 
privileges  or  courses  of 
study  of  such  public  school 
on  account  of  race,  color, 
sex,  religion  or  national 
origin. 

The  State  Board  of 
Education  has  recently 
developed  recommendations 
to  school  districts  to  assist 
school  administrators  in 
implementing  and  com¬ 
plying  with  Chapter  622.  The 
recommendations  are  ad¬ 
dressed  to  five  areas  of 


school  activities:  school 
admissions,  admission  to 
courses  of  study,  guidance, 
course  content  and  extra¬ 
curricular  and  athletic 
activities.  In  addition,  a 
section  entitled  “active 
efforts”  outlines  recom¬ 
mended  steps  for  school 
administrators  to  follow  to 
comply  with  the  law. 

Parents  and  students 
should  be  aware  that  all 
students  are  entitled  to  equal 
treatment,  advantages  and 
access  to  schools  and  school 
programs  with  this  law.  For 
further  information  about 
this  law  or  if  you  feel  a 
student  has  been  denied  an 
equal  access  to  opportunities 
in  the  school  district,  contact 
your  local  principal,  school 
superintendent  or  the 
regional  office  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department 
of  Education  in  your  area.

They  will  be  rigidly  obi  crcueil 
because  of  the  potential  hazard  to  all  riders. 

The  penalties  for  violation  of  bus  rules  shall  bfu  war 
ning  initially.  A  second  offense  shall  result  in  a  lcoa  of 
riding  privileges  for  a  period  of  at  least  five  school  ilajys. 
Any  further  problem  will  result  in  loss  of  transprrtafflm 
for  a  minimum  of  one  month. 

Serious  breaches  of  discipline  such  as  fighting,  abiKUses  cf 
the  bus  driver  or  other  passengers,  damage  to  the  thus  or 
any  other  action  constituting  a  threat  to  safety  will :  result 
in  immediate  loss  of  riding  privileges  rather  than  ra 
warning.

CKiildren  from  families  whose  income  is  at  or  below  those  shown  are  eligible  for 
mills  and  meals  free  or  at  reduced  prices.

P  arents  should  clearly  understand  that  every  meal  served  in  schools  is  subsidized 
to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree  by  State  -  Federal  reimbursements.  Those  lunches 
served  at  full  price  are  subsidized  as  well  as  those  served  free  or  reduced.  Therefore, 
there  should  be  no  reluctance  toapply  for  either  a  free  or  reduced  price  meal.  If  your 
fairaily  sze,  and  gross  income  is  within  the  “Income  Eligibility  Criteria”  for  free  or 
reduced  price  meals,  we  urge  you  and  all  eligible  parents  to  fill  out  the  application. 
The  intent  of  these  programs  is  to  improve  the  nutrition  of  all  children. 

They  may  doso  by  filling  in  the  application  forms  sent  home  with  a  letter  to  parents. 
The  information  provided  on  the  application  will  be  confidential  and  will  be  used  only 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  eligibility.  Applications  may  be  submitted  any  time 
dniring  the  school  year.  In  certain  cases  foster  children  are  eligible  for  free  milk  and 
freemecls  or  reduced  price  meals  regardless  of  your  family  income.  If  you  have  such 
chi2drer  Irving  with  you  and  wish  toapply  for  such  milks  and  meals  for  them,  please 
file  a  separate  application  for  each  child,  and  indicate  amount  of  State  support  only  as 

Duffer  Lhe  provision  of  the  policy  the  Principal  will  review  all  applications  and 
deba-mine  eligibility.  If  a  parent  is  disatisfied  with  the  ruling  of  the  official,  he  may 
wish  to  discuss  the  decision  with  the  approving  official  on  an  informal  basis  or  make  a 
request  either  orally  or  in  writing  for  a  hearing  to  appeal  the  decision  to  James  H.

Hearing  procedures  are  outlined  in  the  policy  and  a  complete  copy  of  the  policy  is  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  where  it  may  be  reviewed  by  any 
interested  party. 

The  policy  also  provides  that  there  will  be  no  overt  identification  and/or 
discrimination  against  any  child  because  of  his  race,  sex,  color,  national  origin,  in  the 
operation  of  the  child  feeding  program.

Plant  only  one  variety  of  the 
vegetable  you  want  to  save 
seed  from.  Many  vegetables 
will  cross-bread.  Sweet  corn 
will  cross  with  field  corn. 
Don’t  plant  beets  near  sugar 
beets  or  chard.  Other  easily 
crospollinated  vegtables  are 
brussels  sprouts,  collards, 
kale,  onion,  radished, 
kohlrabi,  turnips  and 
members  of  the  gourd 
family.  Carrots,  eggplant, 
tomatoes,  peppers,  celery 
are  less  easily  crossbred  and 
lettuce,  okra,  peas  and  beans 
are  usually  selfpollinated. 
Let  seeds  ripen  in  the  gar¬ 
den.  Bring  in  the  whole  plant 
and  place  it  in  a  dry  place 
until  the  pods  are  brittle  and 
the  seed  comes  out  easily. 
Sift  the  seeds  with  a  wire 
screening  to  get  rid  of  the 
shaft  and  other  parts  of  the 
pod.  Store  the  seed  in  a  dry, 
cool  place.  Have  the  seed 
covered,  but  not  in  an  air¬ 
tight  container.  Stir  the  seed 
often  and  remove  any 
spoiled  seed.  Test  the  seed 
for  fertility  well  in  advance 
of  planting  so  you  can  buy 
more  if  necessary.  To  test 
for  germination  next  spring, 
take  10  or  15  seeds  and  put 
them  in  a  wet  paper  towel. 
Roll  up  the  paper  towel  and 
place  it  in  a  rolled-up  terry 
cloth  towel.  Put  this  into  a 
clear  plastic  bag  and  seal  it. 
Set  the  plastic  bag  in  a  warm 
spot.  The  seed  should  ger¬ 
minate  in  about  4-10  days.

With  all  the  varieties  of 
seed  available  to  plant,  you 
might  not  consider  saving 
seeds  from  your  garden  crop 
to  plant  next  year.  Many  of 
us  have  favorite  types  of  a 
vegetable  we  plant  year 
after  year.  Harvesting  the 
seed  from  this  favorite  might 
produce  an  even  better 
variety  right  in  your  own 
back  yard.  If  you  are  not 
concerned  with  improving 
what  you  plant  every  year, 
saving  seed  can  be  a 
lot  of  fun  and  save  you 
even  more  money  than  you 
already  save  by  planting  a 
vegetable  garden  in  the  first 
place. 

Varieties  that  are  highly 
productive  and  disease- 
resistant  can  be  developed  at 
home  and  might  turn  into  a 
productive  hobby  for  the 
serious  gardner.  Here  are 
some  tips  for  growing  your 
own  seed  and  some  pitfalls  to 
avoid.  Your  goal  should  be  to 
choose  only  a  few  out¬ 
standing  healthy,  well- 
balanced  plants  by  ob¬ 
servation  during  the  growing 
season  with  seed  selection  in 
mind.  Label  these  plants 
carefully  with  string  or  a 
piece  of  cloth.  Base  your 
choices  on  specific 
characteristics  you  want  to 
encourage.  Never  save  the 
seed  of  hybrid  varieties. 
These  are  the  result  of  cross¬ 
breeding  using  two  pure- 
strain  varieties  and  seeds 
saved  will  revert  to  the 
parent  varieties.  The  seed 
could  not  be  fertile  or 
produce  an  odd-ball  crop 
that  won't  be  usable  at  all.

The  law  provides  for  a 
minimum  5c  deposit  on  all 
containers  for  beer  and  soft 
drinks;  bans  metal  pull-tabs, 
plastic  ring  binders  and  non- 
refillable  glass  bottles;  and 
provide  a  lc  per  container 
handling  fee. 

The  Delaware  legislature 
was  the  third  to  enact  a 
deposit  law  this  year,  Conn, 
and  Iowa  having  preceded  it.

Someone  will  call  you 
back  even  at  3  A.M.  and  if 
you  wish  they’ll  come  over 
and  talk  with  you.  But  do 
something  because 
alcoholism  doesn’t  get  better 
it  only  gets  worse.  And  as  a 
little  inside  information, 
don't  be  surprised  when 
everyone  is  happy  that 
you're  getting  treatment. 
The  alcoholic  typically  is  the 
last  one  to  know.  I  know.  I've 
been  down  that  road.
